JInauguration.—The Hon. E. Everett was in- 
augurated as President of Harvard University 
on Thursday the 30th ult. The inaugural ad- 
dress is described as being able and eloquent in 
the highest degree. A public dinner was given 
after the ceremony, at which about 600 sat 
down. Speeches and Toasts were the order of 
the day. Mr. Webster, Mr. Winthrop, Josiah 
Quincy and other distinguished men were pre-

Mr. Webster —The commmittee which was 
appointed by Congress to inquire into the 
charges brought by Mr. Ingersoll against Mr. 
Webster, have sent to Maine for witnesses in 
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W. G, Simms, 

The autorial diarhea of this gentleman con- 
tinues Without abatement. Ifthe disease should 
increase as the warm weather comes on, there 
is no foretelling what may be the final result. 
As it is, the symptoms seem to grow daily 
worse. The progress of the disease has recent- 
ly been from novel to tale, and from tale to a 
collection of his old magazine articles; and 
now, as the fever begins to rage in the blood, 
the patient has actually taken to verse. And 
the worst of the whole matter is, that instead 
of dosing himself with these things he doses the 
public. 
We have a sincere respect for Mr. Simms’s 
talents, and acknowledge the exccllence of a 
good deal that he has written. Among the 
most interesting and most powerfully wrought 
of American novels, we rank his “Guy Rivers,” 
“Yemassce,” and “Mellichampe;” and in his 
“Atalantis,” a dramatic poem, we find wild- 
ness of fancy, true poetry, and much skill in 
the management of the machinery of the tale. 
But of late years he is abusing his talents, and 
bringing discredit upon American -Litcrature, 
and he should be told of it plainly. 
His last published production is a volume of 
Poems, which we find noticed in the New York 
Mirror as followss 

Areytos, or Songs of the South, by W. Gilmore 
Simms.—Mr. Simms.is a man of good abilities, 
but unfortunately for his readers and himself, 


possesses a fatal facility of composition which 
he wants: 9 sense or the self-restrain

Rivers exhibited. some me ing, and 
expectation, raised rather by the promise than 
the performance of that novel, has since been 
frequently excited, only to be frauuently disap- 
ointed. We praised lately some Sonnets by 
Mr. Simms, and took up the present volume 
with pleasure, hoping to find improvement, but 
certainly not anticipating “Vestigia retror- 
sum.” The volume is worse than contempti- 
ble; it is fraudulent. For instance,

Now does Mr. Simms imagine that there is a 
man, woman or child in the country who is 
not familiar with Moore’s Melodies, and that 
such poetical “bogus” as “Dear Harp of the 
forest,” will be allowed to pass current as ster]- 
ing metal?

“Destined to sever, 
Thrice hapless for years;

Byron is tolerably familiar to all this coun- 
try. 
Again: 
“My Forest Harp, though late I threw thee, 
In passion’s madness trom my grasp, 
Yet now with better thought I woo thee, 
And once again thy strings I clasp. 


My gentle Harp, once more I waken 
The swetnese of thy slumbering strain.” 

That song of Moore’s is a favorite also. 
“Eyes, eyes, ye have led me to ruin; 

Ye are still lovely, and still I adore. 

Lips, lips, ye have been my undoing, 

Yet still I must love ye, and love evermore.” 

Some people on reading these lines muy re- 
collect 

“The time I’ve spent in wooing, 
In watching and pursuing 

The light that lies 

In woman’s eyes, 

Has been my soul’s undoing.” 

Had Mr. Simms styled his little work, Echoes 
of Moore and Byron, and published it asa jeu 
d’espit, it would have taken rank with the “Re- 
jected Addresses.” Now having found fault, 
let us quote from Mr. Simms four lines, to show 
what he can do. A description of a rolling 
prairie. 

“Broad seas asleep in meadows, 
With ranks of cane that rise 
Like plumed and painted warriors, 

To sink before our eyes.” 

Now would it be believed that in the poem 
which contains those lines, is found such arrant 
nonsense as the following. Speaking of the ri- 
fle of the hunter, as:— 

“The weapon at whose whisper, 
The forest nations fear.” 

In that case what would happen to them if 
the rifle hiccoughed or snored? Mr. Simms 
has some power of versification and an ear for 
melody, but a poem is not mere melodious verse. 

Did Mr. Simms ever hear one of Moore’s mel- 
odies sung? Has he not felt almost “drunk 
with its beauty?” How is that sensation of in- 
tense pleasure produced? The poem makes 
the mind a captive to the heart; it masters 
equally the intellect and the affections. Mr. 
Simms can produce a good novel and a good 
poem; but labor is just as necessary to litera- 
tureas tocobbling. If authors would adopt the 
plan, Bulwer persisted in, though excessively 
difficult, and irksome at first, viz., (never writ- 
ing a second sentence till satisfied with the 
first,) they would in the end save much trou- 
ble ana gain more fame.

Some twenty years ago the nominees tor 
Congress from Ontario county, New York, 
were the Hon. J.C.S——and a Mr. B—-, 
neither of whom was popular with the party 
to which he belonged. A citizen of Canan- 
daigua, returning from Utica, and inquiring 
who the CHntonian nominee was, was teld that 
it was J.C. S——; upon which he exclaimed, 
“He will be beat, sure.” “But you forget,” said 
his friend, “that he is running against Mr. B.” 
“Ah,” said he, “is he? I thought he was run- 
ning alone.” 





Seizure ofa Baltimore Vessel, 

The following is from the Baltimore Clipper 
of Saturday. 

Seizure of a Baltimore Vessel—Arrest of the 
Crew.—We learn from the Marlbro Gazette, 
that four colored men, the captain and crew of 
the schooner “Mary Virginia,” of Baltimore, 
were arrested at the Green Landing, near that 
village on Wednesday last, and taken before 
Justice Belt, charged with violating the laws 
of this State, by sailing a vessel above twenty 
tons burthen, without a white man. For such 
offence of the law of 1836, chapter 150, directs 
the forfeiture of the vessel, or an amount equal 
to her value, one half to go to the State, and 
the other tothe informer. This law, however, 
exempts the citizens of Anne Arundel and Bal- 
timore counties, from its effect. The Gazette

The counsel for the negroes contended that 
the exemption from the penalties of this law 
was meant to extend to vessels owned by citi- 
zens of Baltimore-city—and that the city being 
in the county of Baltimore, necessarily enjoyed 
all the privileges and immunities of the county, 
where the statute did not otherwise direct. The 
Justice decided that the exemption did not ex- 
tend to the city and the boat was accordingly 
condemned, and is now in possession of the con- 
stable. 

The vessel was loaded with lumber, consigned 
toa Mr. Reynolds, which has been landed.— 
T'wo of the negroes had passes, and were dis- 
charged, the others were committed to jail, no 
proof having beenfadduced that they were not 
runaways. The vessel is the property of a 
Captain Benjamin D. Clarke, living on Bow- 
ley’s Wharf, Baltimore, on whom a notice of 
the arrest and detention has been served.

The re- 
turns thus far show, Democrats elected 69, 
Whigs 53. There will probably, however, be 
a majority of free suffrage men elected, as 
many of the Democratic nominees were known 
to be in favor of the free suffrage clause.- 


Wasuineton, May 1. 
Tremendous Gust, 

The “thunder-storm” at Washington City, 
on the night of the 31st ult., was one of singu- 
lar violence, and was of very appalling charac- 
ter. April made its exit amidst a war of ele- 
ments; and May made its entree in a similar 
manner. There were two severe gusts here, 
the first at about 8 o’clock last night; the sec- 
ond about I o’clock this morning. The “thun- 
der-storm” of last night was most violent.— 
Trees, sigh posts, fences, and seaffolds were 
thrown down; and many unfinished buildings 
were more or less injured. The Cross Pavil- 
lion, erected on the Judiciary Square, for the 
National Fair, although a temporary building, 
escaped without material injury. ot se, how- 
ever, the spacious Pavillion Tent of Messrs. 
Welch, Mann & Delavan, which was pitched 
near the Monastery at Georgetown. The lat- 
ter, I am sorry to inform you, was literally 
blown down—the main pole in the center of 
the pavillion, being broken in twain, by the 
force of the storm. The pavillion was crowded 
with spectators at the time; but the perform- 
ances had not commenced. When the canvass 
felldown, a scene of great confusion ensucd, 
which beggars all description. Several persons 
were slightly injured; there were none, I am 
glad to learn, seriously hurt, except one man 
whose thigh was broken by falling over a pre- 
cipice near the pavillion. It is surprising, nay, 
almost miraculous, that none were trodden to 
death. In this city and its vicinity, I have 
heard of no fatality from the vivid and forked 
lightning which flamed during the whole night.

From the Richland Jeffersonian. 

How the Executive of the State of Kentucky 
can claim that he has performed his duty in this 
casc, We cannot conceive. ‘The Constitution of 
the United States and acts of Congress ure im- 
perative upon the Executive when the requisi- 
tion and aceompanying papers are properly and 
legally executed and presented. We cannot 
understand from the report of the trial had in 
the case, that any objection was offered to the 
requisition and affidavits; but the authorities 
of Kentucky, by virtue of a Statute, saw prop- 
er to deny the State of Ohiotthe right to try 
fugitives who have grossly violated our laws 
and fled to Kentucky. 

Should this practice prevail, and each State, 
when a demand may be made upon it by any 
other State, for the delivery of felons who have 
fled from justice, submit to a court to try it on 
its merits as was done in the case of the State 
of Ohio, vs. the Kidnappers, the Constitution 
of the United States and acts of Congress, in 
such cases made and provided, will be nugato- 
ry and have failed to answer the purposes for 
which they were enacted and designed. We 
hesitate not to state, that the Executive of Ken- 
tucky, was bound by international law to de- 
liver up the Kidnappers, to be tried by a court 
of proper jurisdiction. 

That Forbes and Armitage should be tried 
on the charge of kidnapping, we apprehend that 
no unprejudiced man will pretend to deny.— 
Our reasons for this opinipn are first, we claim 
that the negro abdicated was a free man; and 
in the second place, we claim that he was not 
taken in accordance to law. 

The Statute of Ohio designates how a slave 
shall be reclaimed when found in this State. If 
he clainea trial before the Judge or Justice of 
the Peace before whom he may be taken (as 
Jerry did and was refused the right) the law is 
imperative upon the Judge or Justice to give 
him time not to exceed 60 days to prepare and 
procure his testimony. Inthe case before us 
the negro was dragged off without an opportu- 
nity of being heard in his own behalf. In the 
third place, we deny that the Executive gov- 
ernment of Kentucky had any right under the 
authority of the Constitution of the United 
States and acts of Congress to refer the case to 
a court which had no constitutional right to try 
it. Our limits compel us to be brief; we intend 
to speak of the case more fully next week. 





From the Xenia Torch Light. 
The Kidnapping Case, 

The demand made by the Governor of Ohio 
upon the “Governor of Kentucky, for tha sur- 
render of the kidnappers of Jerry Phinney, has 
been refused. A full account of the proceed- 
ings in the case is given in the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette, copied from tie Frankfort Common- 
wealth. From these proceedings, the decision 
of the Court to the contrary notwithstanding, 
we think the right of Phinney to his freedom 
and the guilt of the kidnappers, is clearly es- 
tablished. The opinion of the Judge before 
whom the case was tried, appears to us more 
like an apology for doing wrong, than a delib- 
erate legal opinion. 

By the ordinance establishing the northwest 
territory, slavery is forever prohibited in. this 
State. It has been decided in our Courts (and 
similar decisions are also to be found in Lou- 
isiana,) that when a slave comes into this State 
with the consent of the owner, he is immedi- 
ately free. Under these decisions, which are 
most unquestionably in accordance with the 
constitution of the United States and the laws 
of Congress, Jerry wag entitled to his liberty— 
if not by the action of Algaier, certainly by 
the subsequent consent of his mistress for his 
return to the State. Yetthe constitution of 
the United States and the laws of Congress 
have been set aside by the Kentucky Court,and 
a law of Kentucky set up as paramount to both. 

The fagt as to whether these men were guilty 
of kidnapping or not, could not properly be 
tried before a court of Kentucky. If they 
were guilty at all, they were guilty in Franklin 
county, in this State, and there they should 
have been tried. The refusal of Kentucky to 
surrender them for trial is an outrage and in- 
sult, which we will not believe our authorities

Which are the voice and breath of Spring! 


Was the heart-exclaim of thousands’ among 
us last Friday morning, old as well as young, 
who had been fora day or two making their 
arrangements to shake the dust of the city 
from their feet, and break away for the green 


fields and the blossomy woods: 7 
May, 


“The May was here, the delicate-foo' 

With ifs light garniture of leaves ana flowers; 
And with it came a thirst tobe away, 
Wasting in wood-paths its voluptuous hours,” 


But the morning sky was overcist, and the 
advancing day became dark and showery. A 
general postponement of the anticipated de- 
lights was agreed upon, and Monday chosen as 
the day which should fill the woods with glad 
voices and lovely forms. And ~_ Monday 
came as resplendantly beautiful a day as ever 
dawned upon sinful humanity. At ‘an early 
hour schools and parties set out in different di- 
rections, and by 8 o’clock could be seen wind- 
ing up the hills on both sides of the river.— 
Mount Taurus, the Dolphin’s Back, Walnut 
Hills, and Riddle’s Heights, were the preferred 
spots, and all of them were scenes of most 
beautifal, healthful and innocent pleasure- 
makings. We passed over the last-named lo- 
eality about 10 o’clock, and found it at particu- 
lar points fairly crowded with gliding, spring- 
ing and dancing forms, and ringing with joy- 
ous tones. 

The point of chief attraction was the country 
snot of Paamnn Baily Esq.,about three miles 
north of the city. Arrangements were here 
made, by the taste and liberality of Mr. B., for 
a May Party of several hundred persons; and 
it was, taken altogether, the most beautiful 
scene of the kind we have ever beheld. A 
regular, old-fashioned crowning of the May- 
Queen took place, followed by an excellent col- 
lation under the trees, and [dancing ‘upon the 
green. A fine band of music was present, and 
every thing passed off as merrily and enchant- 
ingly as a scene in Dream-Land. 

The National Amusements of the American 
People are so meagre, that the efforts which 
have been made in this city for a number of 
years past to introduce regular and systematic 
May-Day Festivities, seem to us to be matter 
for public congratulation. May-Games are 
known to bé of great antiquity, and were in 
olden times very generally celebrated in Eng- 
land. It is related by the old annalist Stowe, 
that “on May-Day, in the morning, the citi- 
zens used to walk ‘into the sweet meadows and 
green woods, thereto rejoice their spirits with 
the beauty and flavor of sweet flowers;’ and he 
givesan account of Henry-the-Eighth’s riding a 
Maying from Greenwich to Shooter’s [Hill with 
Queen Catharine, accompanied by many lords 
and ladies. He further says, that‘ ‘every par- 
ish, and sometimes two or three parishes, join- 
ing together, had their Maying, and did fetch in 
May-poles, with divers warlikeshows,with good 
archers, Morris dancers and other devices for 
pastime, all the day long; and towards evening, 
they had stage-plays and bonfires in the streets. 
It was customary to clecta lord and lady of 
the May, who presided over the sports. Robin 
Hood and his merry companions were personi- 
fied in appropriate dresses, and added much to 
the pageantry of the May-gamcs. He presided 
as Lord of May, and a female, or a man habited 
like a female, called the Maid Marian,’ his 
faithful mistress, was the Lady of the May.— 
The Maypole stood in some villages the whole 
year without molestation.” 

Herrick, an English poet who flourished in 
the seventeenth century, wrote a capital poem, 
in the manner of his time, on what he calls the 
“harmless folly” of going a Maying. In the 
two admirable stanzas which we subjoin, be- 
sides chiding his mistress for being too fond of 
her pillow,—a sin of which the fair Corinnas of 
the present day are grievously guilty,—he gives 
a fine idea of what it was to go a Maying in 
merry England two hundred years ago. 


“Come, my Corinna, come; and, comiag, mark 
How each field turns a street, each street a park 
Made green, and trimmed with trees; see how 
Devotion gives each house a bough, 
Or branch; each porch, each duor, ere this, 
An ark, a tabernacle, is, 
Made up of whitethorn neatly interwove, 
As if here were those cooler shades of love. 
Can such delight be in the street, 
And open fields, and we not see ’t? 
Come, we'll abroad; and let’s obey 
The proclamation made for May, 
And sin no more, ag we have done, by staying; 
But, my Corrinna, come, let’s go a Mayiug! 


There’s not a budding boy or girl, this day, 
Butis got up, and gone to bring in May: 
A deal of youth, ere this, ig come 
Back, and with whitethorn laden, home; 
Some have dispatched their cakes and cream, 
Before that we have left to dream; 
And some have wept, and wooed, and plighted troth, 
And chose their priest, ere we can cast off sloth: 
Many a green gown has been given; 
Many a kiss both odd and even; 
Many a glance, too, has been sent 
From out the eye, Love’s firmament; 
Many a jest told of the keys betraying 
This night, and locks pick’d; yet, we’re not a Maying!”

Defended, 

Rev, Dr. Elliott.—Dear Sir:—By the kind- 
ness of a friend in Boston, I have just received 
pene paper of the 5th instant, in which you 

ave been pleased to publish my name ina con- 
nection, implicating me ina transaction dis- 
graceful to common honesty and to common 
sense. Speaking of an article, headed “Things 
as they are,” and signed by myself and fifteen 
others, you say: 

“The writer of this ill-composed piece,. it 
seems, was Mr. Porter. It was signed by elev- 
en others, most of whom were hoaxed into this 
measure. One of the signers of this manifesto, 
ina private letter to us, assures us, that our 
strictures on this manifesto were correct, and 
though somewhat severe, were altogether in 
place. The brother says, that his name be- 
came connected with that document through de- 
ception—but such as it would not be best to 
publish, so he had to endure it with the only 
privilege of privately disclaiming any sympa- 
thy with its sentiments, and he was sure, but 
very few now, if any in the New England Con- 
ference, would approve of such an ultra course 
as was there exhibited.” . 

Now, Doctor, here are plain statements, made 
as you intimate on good authority—made to-be 
credited by those you would influence to ad- 
here to your views—made in confident boast- 
ing, that you know New England better than 
New England knows herself. In all truth then, 
it seems, the article is “ill-composed,” though 
this is of little consequence, if it be false. Its 
falsehood, if proved, sufficiently destroys its 
force, and supercedes the necessity of blast- 
ing it on the score of its composition. But as 
I make no pretensions to literary merit, I cheer- 
fully acknowledge the article was wyitten by 
Mr. Porter, and take no offence, though I con- 
fess if you were not a father, and a doctor too, 
I should be tempted to reciprocate your com- 
pliment. But to pass: you say, that most of the 
“eleven others were hoaxed into this measure.” 
That is, they were hoaxed to sign the offensive 
document. 

Here isa positive declaration, implicating 
some one in the crime of deceiving him, and 
who can it be, if not the writer? All eyes in- 
stinctively turn toward him asthe man. But 
whether a stranger will more blame him for 
the knavery or pity him for the folly of the 
act, isa question. For if he was a knave to 
deceive the brethren, he was a fool to do it in 
away to ensure detection. Being, therefore, 
implicated in some sense, you will bear with 
me, if I call for the proof of your statement.— 
You most surely have it in your possession. 
No good and wise man, like yourself, would 
make a positive declaration so momentous 
without the best evidence of its truth. Please 
tell me, and tell the public before which you 
have arraigned me, what that evidence is. I 
demand it, or if you have no such evidence, I 
demand that you retract your statement as 
false and slanderous. It is not so pleasant a 
matter for a man who respects himself, and 
whose only fortune is the reputation ef an hon- 
est man, to be branded asa deceiver, and you 
will pardon me if I urge my claims with deci- 
sion. I mean just what I say, and I must hold 
you, venerable father, before an impartial pub- 
lic, where you have brought me, to the proof, 
or tothe open and frank retraction of your 
statements. And as your paper bearing all the 
weight of your character is every where stain- 
ing my name with infamy, waiving the con- 
sideration, that 1 am not bound to prove a nega- 
tive, in self-defence I hasten to let the immor- 
tal signers, whom you say were “hoazed,” speak 
for themselves.

as they: are,” and throwing the white washed 
pro-slivery mantle over the frightening features 
of New England Abolitionists, so that the halt- 
ing slaveholders and slave traders might take 
courage to remain among us, and not connect 
themselves with the Church South. But no 
matter now, how the secret leaked aut; that is 
not my concern. It is foy me to mect the 
charge of having deceived your correspondent, 
and thus seoured his name toa document, for 
the sentiments of which he has no sympathy. 
That Brother Merrill was deceived, I do not de- 
ny, nor do I know that he was not deceived by 
my words or acts in the premises. But that | 
aimed to deoeive, or did anything calculated to 
doceive him, I deny most unequivocally. All I 
did-to procure his signature, was done in pres- 
ence of most of the signers, for they heard it 
read at the same times und places, as 1 can 
prove, and as Brother Merrill will admit. But 
all the other signers say they were not hoaxed 
or deceived—that-the means by which their 
names were obtained, were perfectly fair and 
honorable. If, therefore, your correspondent 
was deceived, it was not my fault, and I am 
happy to say that he tully exonerates me from 
all blame in the premises, in a letter which has 
this moment come to hand. 

Thus I close the first public defence of my 
character. which I was ever called upon to 
make. I hope I may never have occasion for 
another effort of the kind. And if you, Doctor, 
will have the goodness to confine your personal 
warfare to your Southern antagonists, and ex- 


var? BE 
cuse my poor name from your editorial dis- 
race, you shall find me as dutifal a son of 
Methodism as our difference will admit, what- 
ever you may say of my ‘ill-composed” wr it- 


ings. 

But there is another duty you have igjposed 
upon me, which I will now endeavor to dis- 
charge. Soon after the publication of the arti- 
cle headed “things as they are,” you attacked 
it, as I have learned, with unmitigated seveni- 
ty, and admitted one Mr. Booth, (of whom we 
have somé ‘knowledge in this quarter,) to your 
columns, as,co-partner in the enterprise. I 
haye.seen neither of these articles, though, as 
you are aware, T have sought them carefully, 
and am, therefore, unable to speak of their mer- 
its definitely. In your paper of the 5th inst., 
you call attention to the same subject again, 
and say, “we believe the number of these revo- 
Tationists in New England may be set down at 
about three; for only a small portion of the 
signersicling to the rash procedure into which 
they were unwittingly hoaxed.” “We be- 
lieve.” That I will not dispute, though I ma. 
vel at your credulity. But that “onty 4 small 
proportion of the signers” of tifat article ‘cling’ 
to it, is'as wide from the truth as slavery is 
from liberty. I boldly affirm that there is not 
‘one-wardiaf truth in the statement, and leave 
you and your “credible”(?) informerstu get out 
of the diffieulty as you may. 

The duty to which | allude, is to explain and 
defend the offensive article. In doing this, I 
remark— 

1. The article was written by myself, to be 
published over my own proper signature mere- 
ly. On reading it to a brother, not distinguish- 
ed as an abolitionist, he approved of its senti- 
ments, and remarked that he could sign it 
cheerfully. This ted the idea of jetting 
‘the'signatures- of others., Alf who werg invit- 
ed to sign did so, except one, and he objected, 
only because he feared it would be construed 
to approve the report of the committee of nine, 
which he thought to be unconstitutional. 

2. It was written for a specific object—viz., 
to counteract efforts then being made for the 
purpose, as the writer supposed, of dissuading 
slaveholders from leaving the M. E. Church, 
and uniting mm a separate organization. Such 
an organization, whether constitutional or un- 
constitutional, was us certain as fate. There 
was no ground to hope for its prevention,-- 
Hence it seemed to the writer, and he believes 
to the other signers, that the slaveholders pro- 
per had better all go together, and thus rid our 
church of this “great evil” at once. It was no 
part of the object of that article, to prove the 
action of the General Conference right or wrong, 
or to interfere with the various opinions. of 
brethren respecting it. The signers differed 
among themselves on this question, but agreed 
in the opinion, that as a large part of the slave- 
holders would separate, all had better do so, 
and therefore they wished to neutralize the cf- 
forts being made to restrain them; and especial- 
ly so far as those efforts consisted in misrepre- 
sentations of New England. This was the ob- 
ject of the article,and nothing else. The bear- 
ings of the several parts of it upon this object 
will be considered hereafter. 

3. That there was occasion for such an arti- 
cle is evident from the following considera- 
tions:—Our official at New York, to say noth- 
ing of that under your editorial charge, had in- 
dustriously represented active abolitionism as 
dead, or sceeded with Mr. Scott and his friends, 
so that sluveholders need apprehend no trouble 
from remaining in the Church, 


slave trading, but simply io consent to. k 
slavery out of the Episcopacy. And it was more 
than intimated, that this would be satisfactory. 
to New England. The result was, slivehold- 
ers were evidently induced toremain among us; 
not run the risk of the new organization. Let- 
ters from them plainly avowed their purpose to 
remain. One from Centerville Cireuit, Ala- 
bama, to the editor of the Christian Advocate 
and Journal, signed by four stewards, two local 
preachers, and:three class leaders, all slavehold- 
ers, together with six others, who were not 
slaveholders, went strongly against the separa- 
tion. Another circumstance, calling loudly 
fomphe article was, abolitionists had long been 
silént. We had holden no conventions, and 
given no publicity to our conventions and pur- 
poses aimee the separation was proposed. It 
was nots ordinary therefore, that we were 
p aving abandoned our principles, 
ders were taking courage to re- 
inthe-Charch, on the ground that their 
anti-slavery trouble wasatan end. Now, in 
view of these considerations, the writer solemn- 
ly believed an article of this character to be 
called for, and he has seen no occasion to regret 
its publication. Its effect on the South has 
been precisely what was anticipated, judging 
from your representations, and is matter of joy 
rather than grief to every genuine anti-slavery 
hman. Those slaveholders who were laying the 
flattering unction to their souls, that active an- 
ti-slavery was defunct, have been led to see 
their mistake, and have gone with their pro- 
slavery brethren where they properly belong; 
and it is to be hoped, if there are others of the 
same stamp remaining among us, that they will 

follow suit. 

4. This leads one to some explanation. I 
have stated that the object of: the article was 
to counteract efforts then being made to, pre- 
vent the separation of certain members’ of the 
Church, whom we designated. as wae 
“Slaveholders, slave-tradirs and. their = 
dants,” (not. dependents as was erroneously pub- 
lished,) “Slaveholders proper—those who* hold 
and treat human beings as property, &c.” Lest 
our meaning might be mistaken, we said dis- 
tinctly, “our opposition is to slaveholders prop- 
er, to such as demand compromise, to cover up 
their iniquity, and let them chattelise immortal- 
ity and buy and sell the bones and sinews of their 
fellow candidates for heaven.” We were thus par- 
ticular that we might not seem to desire the 
separation of anti-slavery brethren in the 
South, ‘or any who might be holding the rela- 
tion-of masters for a time without gain, for the 
purpose of emancipation orof support, where 
the servants are old and superannuated. And 
to make the matter doubly sure, we commend- 
ed the Baltimore Conference, which by miscon- 
struction might suppose itself implicated, and 
expressed the wish that its members might long 
live in the Church to maintain the noble stand 
they had taken. 

Now we had hoped, that all such members as 
we described, i. e. all bona fide slavcholders and 
slave-traders, and their advocates would go 
with the new organization, let the time come 
when it would. We deprecated any effort be-| 
ing made to prevent them,-or any seeming in- 
difference to their remaining, on the ground 
that they would be troubled no more on this 
subject. And was not this the prevailing sen- 
timent of the North? Which one of the min- 
isters of New England will dissent? Yotr pri- 
vate correspondent may, but I do not believe 
its Many will no doubt dissent from the arti- 
cle, as mis-construed by yourself and others, in 
your peculiar state of mind, but that is noth- 
ng to the case. The article, explained aside 
from that green-eyed jealousy of New Eng- 
land, and trembling subserviency to slavery 
which is so prevalent in certain minds, con- 
tains not only the general sentiment of New 
England, but of other sections of the church. 
And do you, Doctor, dissent? Do you wish 
to retain such characters as that article de- 
scribes? Members buying, and selling, and 
whipping mien, women and children, made in 
the image of God, for gain, and will not give it 
up? Task, Doctor, do you wish such to remain 
in the M. E. Church? Please give a catagori- 
cal answer that we may know how you stand. 
To neutralize the efforts made to retain such 
characters, and if possible to arrest them, we 
argued thatthe separation of a part of them 
would not relieve our difficulties, that anti- 
slavery men could no more cease their endea- 
vors to ‘‘extirpate” the “great evil” with one- 
third of the exceptionable members in_ the 
church, thag with the whole; and, therefore, to 
retain a part, was to retain our troubles. Nay, 
to increase them, as we should be responsible 
for their continuance, just in proportion to our 
efforts to prevent the separation of slavcholders, 
to whose conduct those troubles are attributa- 
ble. We accordingly said, if such men were 
persuaded -“to remain in the church, we 
shall do our best to reform or exclude them; and 
if the discipline as it now 19, is insufficient for 
our purpose, we will seek to have it soaltered, 
that all who hold their fellow beings as articles 
of merchandise, shall, after christian admonition 
and indulgence, be cut off, if they do not reform. 
We want this to be distinctly understood as our 
unalterable position. And if slaveholders can- 
not endure constitutional opposition to their ne- 
farious business, their bettor course is to let the 

pressed go free or leave the church. * * * 
We believe it to be the fixed purpose of breth- 
ren to be untiring, yet kind and Methodistical 
in their efforts against this source of all villanies 
till it is utterly extirpated from the church and 
the world.” 

These being our views and purposes and,as we

quired of them to give up their slaveholding orp 


land gencrally, we thought it important to 
uvow them to correct the erroneous impression, 
that we had abandoned our abolitionism, and, 
therefore, slaveholders need expect no farther 
trouble froin this quarter. Our object was not 
agitation—we saw no need of it, and to avoid 
it we recominended to presiding elders to take a 
Jittle pains to ascertain the views of brethren 
upon the subject, 

The crimina! feature in all this, I suppose to 
be oir purpose to reform or exclude the charac- 
ters described. But, Doctor, if such men re- 
main, will you not try to reform them, in a 
“constitutional and christian” way, and in fail- 
ure of success, will you not try to exclude 
them? Or are you going to let that slavery you 
profess to hate so ardently,run riot, through the 
church (all except their episcopacy) without 
resistance? Tam curious to understand how 
you differ from the signers of “Things as_ they 
are” on this point. 

5. ‘This brings me to my last point, which is 
to prove that the IN. SAntionante #7 UA 
ao the trey uit the sentiments, not of an ul- 
tra elique, among us, as you would have your 
readers belicve, but of New England Methodists 
generally. By the main, sentiments,I mean 
those which 1 understand you to denominate 
“ultra abolition;” viz. that asa large majority 
of the slaveholders will separate and forma 
new organization, all of the character described 
had better go with them, because if any re- 
main by Northern agency especially, our diffi- 
culties will rather be increased than settled by 
the separation. And, farther, if brethren in- 
duce them to remain, we will not cease to use 
all christian and constitutional measures to re- 
form them. These are,the stamped features of 
the article, explained according to the estab- 
lished cules of inte:pretation. And that these 
tare the prevailihg sentiments of New. England, 
I will now prove. 

1. The first argument is drawn from the fact, 
that they have been repeatedly stated in our 
Herald, editorially and otherwise, as New Eng- 
land views, without demur, except from a few 
individuals, who havealways favored the South. 
And not only without demur, bat with general 
commendation, 

2. The editor of the Herald who has an op- 

portunity to understand New England views, 
speaking of “Things as they are,” says, “We 
cannot doubt that in the. main sentiment of 
that document, as designed by the signers, we 
generally concur.” 
3. One large district in a neighboring Con- 
ference adopted the article, a notice: of which 
soon appeared in the Herald, and the presiding 
elder informed me that it could be adopted in 
the Conference as wellas in the district. A lead- 
ing man from another Conference informed me 
that it was the sentiment of his Conference.— 
The New England Conference, at its last ses- 
sion, adopted the strongest anti-slavery report 
that ever passed that body—so strong that the 
editor of the Christian Advocate and Journal 
would not publish it, and took measures to de- 
stroy its influence. ‘I'wo of its concluding res- 
olutions show how completely it harmonizes 
with “Things as they are.” ‘They are as fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, That our sentiments in respect to 
slavery remain unchanged,—we believe it to 
be emphatically ‘a great evil,’ both in its nature 
and consequences, and that the law of God, 
and the rights of man demand its utter ‘extir- 

ation.’ 

“Resolved, That our church has always ad- 
hM@itted the justness and authority of this de- 
nd, by imposing certain disciplinary restric- 
‘tions upon her members.in respect to holding, 
ag wellas the buying and selling of slaves; and 
that we will endeavor to aid her in enforcing 
those restrictions, and in adopting such other 
Christian and constitutional measures as shall 
effectually purge the church and the world of 
so deep a stain, and restore our enslaved fellow 
men to the exercise and enjoyment of civil and 
religious liberty.” x ener 

hese,.. Doctor, are_net ae titho~etthe facts 
which go to show that you and your worthy 
correspondent are under a mistake about the 
sentiments of New England. We are gener- 
ally as ultra as you represent “three” of us to be, 
and we are harmoniously so. ‘Though we may 
differ about some ininor matters, we are agreed 
here, as we shall probably show on al] proper 
occasions. And we wish to be understood, and 
rightly represented. We are not mad, most 
mistaken Doctor, we are true men—true to the 
church of our choice, true to the slave, and not 
recreant to ourselves. Why deny us our true 
character? It will profit nothing ina long run. 
If any are so wedded to slavery that they dare 
not risk themselves in the church with ab- 
olitionists, let them go South. And as to oth- 
ers, they need no assurances that we are un- 
true to God, or the claims of oppressed human- 
ity. They will be content to take us as we 
are, and show us fair play. ‘This is all we ask, 
and having this, we have no fears.

tion of slavery must be put aside to await a 
more convenient season. : 

On motion of Daniel Pearson, Esq., 

Resolved, That the declaration of Wuashing- 
ton be adopted as our sentiment:—“It is among 
my, first wishes to see some plan adopted by 
which'slavery in this country may be abolish- 
ed by law.” And that there is only one proper 
and effectual mode by which it can be aecom- 
plished, and that is by the legislative authority 
and this as far as our suffrage will go, shall not 
be wanting. 

On motion, the Secretary was directed to for- 
ward the proceedings of this meeting to the Cin- 
cinnati Herald and Philanthropist with a re- 
quest that they be published. 
On motion, adjourned to meet in Marseilles 
on the last Saturday.in May.

The wholesome influence of an independent 
and right-toned Periodica) Literature, is denied 
by no one. To her quarterly,monthly and week- 
ly publications, Great Britain is indebted for 
much of her progress and higher civilization, 
The periodical press began to speak to the mul- 
titude in England, with the Spectator and the 
Rambler, and has been enlarging its auditory 
ever singe, and extending” its topies of discus- 
sion. In .the Edinburgh, the London, Black- 
wood, Campbell, Bentley, the Literary Gazette, 
the Atheneum, Chambers’ Journal, and-so- 
forth, have been presented and considered the 
most important subjects of discussion, bearing 
upon popuiar rights and libeities, that have 
arisen within the last half century, and also 
some of the most abstruse psychological and phi- 
losophical questions that have ever agitated the 
human mind, In the United States have also 
sprang up, and flourished for a time, works of 
similar design and tendency. The North 
American of Boston, the American Quarterly 
of Philadelphia, the Southern and New York 
Quarterlies,. with the Christian “Examiner, 
Brownson’s Review, and a host of well-conduct- 
ed monthly and weekly magazines and journals, 
have displayed intellectual vigor, philosophical 
comprehension, controversial power, and good 
scholarship; and left their impression on the 
mind of the nation. Their mission, howeve® 
kno ererrninivway-vy wut corrupt and cor- 
rupting flood of “cheap publications,” which 
has within the past half dozen years deluged 
the world, and swept with a particularly des- 
tructive power over the northern portion of the 
American Continent, Those who have watch- 
ed with interest this*department of American 
Letters, might, thinking of the past, and look- 
ing upon the present, adopt Byron’s exclama- 
tion concerning the destroyed fleet of Xerxes: 


“He counted them at break of day, 
And when the sun set, where were they?” 


American Periodicals of the higher order, 
have dwindled down to almost nothing. In 
New England we have the North American 
still, and Brownson; in New York the Knicker- 
bocker and iiant; in all the South the “Litera- 
ry Messenger” of Richmond, and the “Southern 
Magazine and Commercial Review” of New 
Orleans; in the wide and now populous West, 
nothing, except a dollar Quarterly in Cincinna$ 
ti which is not known beyond the limits of the 
corporation line and has barely been heard of 
within those limits, and the ‘Western Re- 
view,” a new quarterly of mixed literary and 
political character, the first number of which 
has just been issued from Columbus. 

This decadence of our Periodical Literature 
is to be regretted—we think deeply. The parti- 
san character of our daily journals circumscribes 
their usefulness, and prevents them from exert- 
ing on the “popular mind that influence which, 
did they appeal more to men’s reason and less 
to their passions and prejudices,would be theirs. 
That which habitually runs counter to men’s 
political opinions, or notions, as a partisan 
press of course does with reference to ail per- 
Sons who stand in the line of opposition to it, 
cannot have that general respect and confidence 
which are necessary to influence and move 
men in other things—Literature, Art, Philoso- 
phy, Science. Another agent must come in 
here; and that agent is, the Periodical press, as 
contradistinguished to the commercial! and par- 
tisan press. And any such agent the West 
is now wholly without. Every other section of 
the Union has some channel through which she 
can present and advocate her peculiar interests, 
and defend herself when assailed, without 
arousing sectional ire, or having partisan mo- 
tives imputed in return. But here we have 
nothing of this kind: no representative of our 
Literature—our achievements in Art-—our dis- 
coveries in Science—our Social Progress, ‘or 
our Physical extension and development. 

We have here, it is true, as mentioned above, 
a small Quarterly Journal; and it is conducted 
with ability; but it is not what the West ought 
to have, either in size, character, or scope; and. 
such as it is, even, it fallsa dead letter every 
three months—the daily and weekly press turn- 
ing a deaf ear to it, and the public not so much 
as deigning to examine it, to see what manner 
of thing it is. And at Columbus also, as men- 
tioned, there is just commenced the “Western 
Review,” a large and handsome Quarterly, 
which has all the externals of just such a Lit- 
erary Representative as the West needs. But 
on examination it turns out to be only a politi- 
cal journal in another form: a trifle more able 
than the generality of political journals, and a 
good deal more imposing in its appearance and 
elaborate in its speech, but circumscribed in its 
range of topics, tiresome in the extreme, and 
partisan to a degree seldom surpassed in any 
form of publication. 

Can nothing be done to better this condition 
of things? There is a broad field here for 
labor and usefulness. Cannot capital, and 
enterprise, and talent, and experience, be 
gotten together, and induced to enter it?— 
If they can, they ought to be. And if they 
should, we would not have a doubt as to the 
result. ‘he West has heretofore, when not 
much more than half so populous and able as 
now, given good support to Periodicals that 
were worthy of support. And she will do it 
again. Let a good Quarterly or Monthly or 
Weekly be started—Ict men of means and ac- 
tivity take hold of its publishing department— 
let its editor and writers be men of talent and 
tact and experience—and it will succeed, and 
pay. 

We are overrun, it is true, with. Eastern 
Periodicals, and the republications of Foreign 
Periodicals. But give usa work that speaks 
from the West and of the West—that is earnest 
in its spirit, and independent in its tone—that 
manifests familiar acquaintance with this por- 
tion of the Union, and a knowledge of its peo- 
ple—that will come in to the aid of education- 
al efforts and social improvement—that under- 
stands our natural resources, and will help to 
make them understood by others—that will ad- 
vocate our Productive interest, and join in de- 
manding justice to our Commerce—and, if it 
have business activity out of doors and finan- 
cial capacity in doors, the stuff (which so much 
of it is) that comes to us from over the Moun- 
tains will soon be neglected, and the field be 
left mainly to that which ought to oceupy it.

Sir Robert Peel had taken an opportunity in 
the House, to claim credit for Government for 
having ordered a supply of Indian Corn to meet 
the necessities of the starving people in Ireland 
and England. He said that his only regret 
was that Government had not ordered more, 
but it had been deterred by its unwillingness 
to interfere with the regular course of busi- 
ness, 

Speculation was still rife as to the fate of the 
Corn Law bill in the House ofLords. Willmer 
& Smith state that it was conjectured that 
there would be a vote of two-thirds in favor 

it in the house, but that’ in Committee, (where 
proxies cannot be used) it might be thrown 


out. 
IRELAND. 

_ We have still to record the receipt of alarm- 
ing intelligence from the sister country, givin, 
the detail of the approaching famine, whic 
has already made its appearance in several 
parts of the country, bringing with it a train of 
diseases, the results of which it is very painful 
to contemplate. Meetings are being held in 
various parts to devise means to arrest the pro- 
gress of the evil, and procure work and food for 
this now starving peasantry. A meeting of 
the citizens of Waterford was held on the 7th 
inst., the Mayor inthe chair, to adopt meas- 
ures to meet the existing destitution in the bor- 
ough. A local Relief Committee was appoint- 
ed. During the proceedings the following ob- 
servations were made by Rev. Mr. Shehan. 
There was never such destitution in the city 
us there isat present. Show me a mason, a car- 
penter, or any other tradesman employed. The 
artisans have no employment, and consequently 
they are in a state of destitution. I took the 
trouble of examining the reports of-the-Far4 
ning Institution, and I found that in March, 
1843, potatoes of the best quality were sold at 
2d per stone; in 1844 at 44d; in 1845 at 34d; 
and now, this year, they are as high as 7d to 
84d by retail, and it is by retail that the poor 
buy them. Asthere is no employment, and 
prices so very high, there must be extreme 
destitution. 
A great Riot has taken place at Clonmel, in 
which an attack was made on some mills and 
shops in that town or neighborhood, and seve- 
ral of them plundered by the mob. A meeting 
was held in the Court House at Clonmell— 
Capt. Osborne, J.P., in the chair. A subscrip- 
tion list was entered into and over £500 sub- 
scribed, for the purpose of giving employment 
to the inhabitants in its vicinity alone. ~ 
Attempt to Kill King Louis Phillippe—News 
has been received by telegraph, that on Thurs- 
day, the 16th ult., the King was fired upon 
while taking his ride in the front of Fontaine- 
bleau, by a man seated on the wall. The 
Queen, - Peale Adelaide, the Dutchess of Ne- 
mours, the Prince and Princess of Salome were 
in the carriage with the King. Three balls 
cut the fringes, but no one was hurt. The 
Queen picked up a piece of the wadding. The 
assassin was immediately arrested. His name 
was Lecompte, and he was an old general guar- 
dian of the forest of Fontainebleau. 
Despatcies from Tahita were not very favor- 
able to the French. Tho natives and Queen 
Pomoni still held possession of the interior, and 
the French were confined to a small portion of 
the shore, where they were protected by en- 
trenchments. 
Letters from Constantinople state that the 
Abazes, an independent power of Cireassia, had 
rejected the offers of reconciliation of Russia, 
and had declared for Shiek Schamyl.

Mr. Brownson, of Michigan, said that he re- 
ciprocated the good feelings of the Southern 
brethren. He was an out and out abolitionist. 

The motion to lay on the table was with- 
drawn, and the resolution was passed.

MAJORITY REPORT. 
The undersigned having maturely considered 
the request of the Maryland Annual Confer- 
ence “to review the rules of Home Missions and 
define explicitly their meaning,” beg leave to 
make respectfully the following report. We 
deeply regret that we cannot agree in opinion 
with the remaining members of the commit- 
tee on Missions. ; 
It isthe judgment of the undersigned that 
the meaning of the Home Mission Rule page 
11 Discipline, passed at the General Conference 
of 1834,and amended at the General Conference 
of 1838 is as follows, viz: A regulation where- 
by an Annual Conference may raise societies 
for the purpose of forming Circuits and Sta- 
tions in any unoccupied portions of its territo- 
ry, whether city, town or country, which it may 
designate as fields of labor, and for no other pur- 
pose whatever. 

Weare also of the opinion that the Rule on 
Home Missions is not defined with sufficient 
cleainess to harmonize the views of all persons 
in its interpretation, and therefore respectfully 
recommend to the Conference to amend the 
Rule so that it shall read as follows: 


HOME MISSION ARIES. 


Each Annual Conference shall have authori- 
ty to appoint ministers and preachers to scrve 
as Home Missionaries in such unoccupied por- 
tions of its territory whether city, town or 
country as it may designate as their fields of 
labor, and also to change said ministers. It 
shall be the duty of each Home Missionary to 
travel and preach the gospet in suctr paris of 
the district as his Conlerence may direct and 
raise societies—he shall take collections for his 
own support in societies and neighborhoods 
where he may labor, and shall be entitled to a 
proportionate part of the funds of the Annual 
Conferences raised for missionary purposes to 
make up his deficiencies. It shall te the duty 
of each missionary to appear at the Annual 
Conference of his District, and may be accom- 
panied by a layman appointed by the society or 
societies to make sucy communication to the 
Conference as may be deemed necessary, and 
report the number and condition of the socie- 
ties he may have raised. 

Such missionary fields being fields of labor 
where societies are not formed of sufficient num- 
ber or strength to perform the functions ofa Cir- 
cuit or Station, are not to be considered under 
the- Restrictive Rule of VII. Sec. X. Art. of 
Censtitution: Provided, however, that when a 
society or societies shall have been raised con- 
taining in the aggregate 30 members, the An- 
nual Conference shall form such society or so- 
cieties into a Circuit or Station.

the same station;” the Genera] Conference is 
nevertheless empowered by the Ist section of 
the 9th article of the Constitution, to make 
rules and regulations for the missionary depart- 
ment of the church, without regard to said res- 
triction, and that the provision made for 
“Home Missions” by the General Conferences 
of 1834 and 1838, as found on pages 71 and 72 of 
the discipline, is to be understood as authoriz- 
ing the Annual Conferences to create “Home 
Missions,” and to appoint ministers or preach- 
ers without any other limitation than the Con- 
ferences themselves may judge expedient.

Steam Boat Disaster, 

We learn from the St. Louis Reporter, that 
on the morning of the 4th inst., about 3 o’clock, 
the steamer Boreas, No. 2, lying at Consaul’s 
woodyard, a few miles below Herman, was dis- 
covered by the watchman of the boat to be on 
fire, in and near her engine and deck rooms, 
both of which were stowed with hemp. So 
rapid was the progress of the flames, that all 
attempts to save the boat and cargo were fruit - 
less. She was heavily freighted and had a great 
number of passengers, many of them Santa Fe 
Traders. One of the latter, Mr. Weathered, 
lost $40,000 in gold and silver. None of the 
passengers saved more than the clothes which 
they could hastily throw onthem. The books 
of the boat were consumed. No lives lost. 

The Picayune extra of 2d inst., states that 
the steamer Express: Mail, Capt. Smoker, from 
Port Caddo, bound to that city, with a cargo 
of 1450 bales cotton, struck a snag at Bates’ 
Landing, about sixty miles below Shreveport, 
on the 27th ult., and sunk to the cabin floor.— 
The boat, it is supposed, will be a total loss; 
the greater portion of the cotton saved in a 
damaged state. No lives lost.— Atlas.

“Journal and Review.” 

A correspondent wishes to know whether, in 
our views of Western publications, as given a 
few days ago under the heading of “Periodical 
Literature,” we “wish to be understood as hav- 
ing laid the Quarterly Journal and Review, 
published in this city by Mr. L. A. Hine, on 
the shelf, as a thing that will not answer.” 

By no means. What there is of that work, 
is good—much of it decidedly good. And it 
seems to “answer” its design very well. Mr. 
Hine displays good talent in its management, 
and has good talent to assist him. His enter- | 
prise in establishing the work is to be applaud- 
ed; his efforts to make it a useful work are most 
praiseworthy; but nevertheless, it is not such a 
Review as the West wanta, and ought to have. 
It is too small—too circumscribed in its topics 
—too much the mere essay-book. It fails to 
impress us as having a distinctive character, or 
as being a combination of different characters. 
It is neither Review, Critical Journal, nor Mag- 
azine—nor is it the three in unity. It posses- 
ses, nevertheless, a great deal of merit, and 
out of it might be made to grow a work such 
as is needed here, such as would excite atten- 
tion, and such as could be appealed to in other 
sections of the United States as a fair and hon- 
orable representative of whatever of Litera- 
ture, Art, or Science, there is in this. 

Let Mr. Hine double the size of his work— 
let him improve its typography——let him se- 
cure as additional contributors, men well versed 
in the History of the West, and well acquaint- 
ed with its Agricultural capacity, its Mineral 
Wealth, its Philanthropic enterprises—and let 
him associate with himself in its editorial] ,espe- 
cially its critical, department, one who is enthu- 
siastic in his loye of Literature, who is willing 
to make sacrifices for the suke of promoting a 
taste for Belles Lettres in the West, and whose 
ability and independence as a writer and a re- 
viewer have been tested—and our word for it, 
“The Quarterly Journal and Review” will suc- 
ceed. The addition to its subscription-price, 
which will be necessary, will not be demurred 
to. Give people what they want, and they will 
not object to paying a reasonable price for it. 

We are glad to find our neighbors of the 
Chronicle calling attention to this subject.— 
Really and truly, Politics and News are not 
everything in the world. The Soul has its 
wants, as well as those prejudices that live on 
party, and that appetite which feeds on the 
thousand little nothings that are daily para- 
graphed from one extreme of Christendom to 
another. 


Later from the Army, 

Discovery of the body of Col. Cross.—Captain 
Smith of the brig Apalachicola which arrived 
here yesterday from Brasos Santiago, 24th inst., 
states that he left the camp at Point Isabella, 
22d inst., where he-heart! from Quarter Master 
Jones, that the body of Col. Cross had been 
found, about four miles from Camp, up the 
river. He had evidently been murdered and 
with weapons, either lances or dirks, most pro- 
bably the latter. It was reported that a person 
had been seen at Matamoras, with the family 
watch of Col. Cross in his possession, and that 
Gen. Taylor had made a formal demand for the 
man. 

All open communications between Point Isa- 
bella and Matamoras, are allowed to pass by the 
commander at the former place. 

The Mexican schooner Juanita, from this 

, for Matamoras, was brought into the 
Gow on the 22d inst., by the Pilots, for a har- 
bor until the blockade should be taken off. 

Important from the Army.—Still Later.—Capt. 
Stark, of the schooner Cornelia, from BrasosSt. 
Iago, evening of the 24th, states that about 
three hours before he sailed, an express arrived 
at Brasos Bay, from Gen. Taylor, which brought 
the intelligence that the Mexican General had 
given him, Gen. ‘Taylor, notice that if he did not 
remove his army from Point Isabella within thirty- 
siz hours from that time, he would fire upon him, 
and that the same express also stated that 2000 
Mexican troops had already crossed the Rio 
Grande, between Baretta and Matamoras, and 
were stationed between Point Isabella and Gen. 
Taylor’s camp. 

‘rom Texas.—The steamer Alabama, Capt. 
H. Windle, arrived here yesterday morning from 
Galveston, but brings nothing further from the 
army. We have the Galveston papers to the 
29th, from which the following extracts are 
gleaned:

On Thursday morning, 23d, a Mexican came 
into Gen. Taylor’s camp and reported 2000 
Mexicans crossing the river some twenty miles 
above. That afternoon Captains Harden and 
Thornton were sent with two companies of 
cavalry to reconnoitre. On Friday morning 
they fell intoan ambush of the enemy, when 
Lieut. Cain and thirteen men were killed, Capt. 
Thornton missing, and Capt. Harden and forty- 
six men prisoners. On Saturday afternoon the 
Mexicans sent a wounded man who made the 
above report. These Mexicans, it is stated, 
were commanded by Canales and Carabajal. 
After the fight, the Mexicans on this side of 
the river were reinforced and have surrounded 
Gen. Taylor’s camp cutting off all communi- 
cation with Point Isabel, at which place is the 
train, and all the stores belonging to the army 
—Gen. Taylor not having on hand over ten to 
fifteen days’ provisions. There are at Point 


| Isabel 90 artillery men, 20 dragoons, about 250 


teamsters and about 15) citizens and laborers, 
and the entrenchments not half finished. 
The steamer Monmouth landed Mr. Catlett, 
on the night of the 28th at Port Labaca, with 
despatches from Gen. ‘Taylor, calling on Gov. 
Henderson for 40 companies of Riflemen, 60 
men each, 20 of the companies to be mounted 
men to rendezvous at Corpus Christi, when 
they will be mustered into service and supplied 
with provisions—the foot companies will ren- 
dezvous at Galveston, where transportation 
will be furnished.

Honors, 

AvexanpDER Dumas is decorated with crosses 
of every color and of every country; he wears 
these honors on his neck, on his breast, and in 
his button-hole. You should hear him relate 
the history of them all: he makes such good 
bargains with all these honors—it is with such 
irresistible humor, with brilliant wit, that, 
when he has gone through with the legend of 
each cross, you would wish he had more, so that 
you might still listen. 

Some years since he visited Lucca. He went 
to pay his court to Charles Louis, and this 
Prince gave him a gracious reception. The 
acquaintance was soon made; the two noble- 
men became intimate. Feeling a lively sym- 
pathy for each other, the Prince opened his 
heart tothe lettered noble and demanded of 
him aservice. There was not in his thirty- 
four square leagues one single man to whom he 
could confide a project of the highest impor- 
tance. He wished to have his arms lithograph- 
ed; in vain had he searched from one end of his 
kingdom to the other to find an artist, he could 
not find one and he begged M. Dumas to get 
this precious work dene for him in Paris. Du- 
mas promised to do all his highness asked, and 
he kept his word. Fifteen days afterward, the 
Duke Charles Louis received the lithograph-of 
his arms, done by a skillful hand. To the 
lithography was added the invoice, which 
amounted to two hundred francs; but the Prince 
did not see the invoice, or if he did he forgot 
the little debt, and Dumas was obliged to pay 
it himself. He did not complain of the destiny 
which gave him a crowned head for a debtor, 
and thought no more of the two hundred francs, 
until one morning, when he heard announced, 
his excellency the Marquis de L——, ambassa- 
bor from His Majesty the King of ——, and al- 
so Minister Plenipotentiary of his Highness 
and Duke of Lucca. The Send ~ came to see 
the poet on business from the latter. 

“Monsieur,” said the ambassador, “my mas- 
ter, the Duke of Lucca, has commissioned me 
to remit to you the grand-cordon of his order, 
and Iam happy to be the bearer of this good 
news to you.” 

“Iam penetrated with the livelicst gratitude 
towards his highness and towards you, Mon- 
sieur le Marquis,” replied the poet, “and I ac- 
cept. But will this cost me very dear?” 

“Almost nothing. His highness confers on 
you all the privileges.” 

“But the sum? Be good cnough to tell me 
the sum, Monsieur Marquis.” 

“About two hundred francs.” 

“Two hundred francs? Be it so; I consent; 
but it must not surpass two hundred francs. 
His highness has the goodness to owe me this 
sum, and I will take his grand-cordon in ex- 
change for it.” 

It was agreed between the ambassador and 
creditor, that at any rate the price of the deco- 
ration should not exceed two hundred francs, 
and the order of Lucca counted one more dig- 
nitary. 

“This is the way I obtained my eighth cross,” 
said Dumas: “All the rest were given me on 
similar grave occasions. "Tis strange, but "tis 
true.” j 

It is not every one who has the frankness of 
M. Dumas; and the man of talent who is the 
first to laugh at these vanities, gives proof of 
real wisdom. 


From the National Press. 
The Messrs, Harpers’? Publishing Es- 
tablishment, 

As few of our readers have probably any idea 
of the vast power and extent of the establish- 
ment of the celebrated Cliff-street publishers, 
we present them with the subjoined statistics, 
which wecut from the columnsof The Recorder, 
to which, however, we have appended some ad- 
ditional particulars, which may not be deemed 
uninteresting: 

“By the great publishing establishment, of 
course, we mean that of Messrs. Harper & 
Brothers, in this city. We visited it the other 
day, under the safe cortduct of a friend connec- 
ted with the establishment, and surveyed its 
wonders from ground to roof. We have been 
accustomed to see its issues from week to week, 
but really we had but an imperfect idea of its 
vastness, till we had taken this journey through 
its buildings. Passing from the quiet rooms 
below, where the business of the establishment 
is transacted, and immense piles of finished 
books are stored, we found ourselves among the 
presses, of which there are nineteen worked by 
steam, and three Napier presses. With one of 
the presses we were particularly delighted— 
one of those on which the famed Bible is print- 
ed. In our simplicity we had supposed that a 
work so nice must certainly be done by the 
power of human muscles, and not by steam.— 
Bat, no. A press of more than ordinary beauty 
was before us, working with most inconceiva- 
ble quietness and regularity, on which a young 
man was laying the beautiful paper used in that 
work. He placed the paper on an inclined 
plane, its edge slightly projecting beyond the 
edge of the plane, and here brightly polished 
iron fingers received it, and drew it into the 
press, from which it came forth to be received 
by other iron fingers, and laid by them careful- 
ly on the pile of printed sheets. We never 
witnessed a more beautiful mechanical opera- 
tion. While passing among these presses, we 
were informed that they threw off 70 reams of 
paperfper day, that is to say, 33,600 sheets, mak- 
ing 201,600 sheets per week, and 10,483,200 per 
year, which is equal to 1000 octavo volumes, of 
over pages, per day, 6000 per werk, and 
312,000 per year. We understand that during 
the last year, the number of volumes of all 
sizes thrown off, was not less than 2,500,000,— 
6000 reams of have been used in the il- 
luminated Bible alone. The fixtures in the 
bindery are valued at $13,000. Here 52 barrels 
of flour are used per year for paste; of glue 42 
bgrrels. 750 packages of go'd leaf are used in 
the same period for lettering, ornamenting, &e. 
Here, likewise, are used annually 60 tons of 
paste-board, and 750) pieces of muslin of 40 
square yards cach. And, alas, the sheep! 14,- 

400 of these innocent creatures must be slain 
per annum to supply skins for this establifh- 
ment. Neither farmers, butchers, tanners, nor 
leather dealers need despair. In immense 
vaults beneath the establishment, of which we 
Saw the open doors, there are stored 500,000 
pounds of stereotype plates, valued at 74 cents 


per pound. 800 pounds of metal are used 
weekly for casting—making 41,600 pounds per 
annum. In the composing rooms there are 
from 60,000 to 70,000 pounds of type. 

“The buildings in which this great business 
of manufacturing and selling books goes on, are 
owned by Messrs. Harper & Brothers. One of 
these buildings, five stories high, and having 
five windows in each story across the front, ex- 
tends from Cliff-street to Pearl. Two other 
buildings join this on Cliff, and opposite on the 
same street, are two buildings more, in which 
the type-setting and stereotyping are done. 
These likewise are buildings of vast size. The 
stock in trade is estimated at about $1,500,000. 

“There are employed in this establishment 
400 persons, a little less than one quarter of 
whom are females. About 1600 persons are 
dependent on this establishment. The sum 
paid to persons employed is about $200,000 per 
annum. 

“Messrs. Harper & Brothers have paid to au- 
thors immense sums of money. Stephens has 
received from them about $50,000, and Prescott 
about $25,000. Dr. Anthon, too, must have re- 
ceived a fortune at their hands. 

“And who are James, and John, and Wesley, 
and Fletcher Harper—the gentlemen whose ge- 
nius and industry, not only conduct, but have 
created this vast establishment? Poor boys 
they were, who came to this city, bringing good 
principles, energy and tact, and without any 
other capital, achieved a destiny thus honora- 
ble. Every American owes tothem a tribute 
—every American may point to them and say, 
‘behold an illustration of our institutions, which 
open a clear path before every young man, and 
bid him, under Gop, work out an honorable des- 
tiny—which say to him, be true toGop and 
man, be industrious, frugal and patient, and 
your path is straight onward to success.’

And this reminds me of the @& 
who was pardoned out of the Pex ' 
summer. He had been convicted @ 
counterfeit money, after being in the eity 
a few days. He wasan Irishman and had come 
from New Orleans, where he had left a wifeand 
child. He seemed to be very much cast down 
while in prison, but worked with zeal and 
faithfulness at whatever he was put todo. He 
wag.a painter,and the warden employed him 

in painting the prison. He had much taste in 
his business, and the visiters have since much 
admired the sk#eteand beautiful manner in 
whith tie hadvembeHished the panels around 
the gallery.above the warden’s office. 

“He hed in prison for nearly a year, 
but never ventured to communicate to his 
wife where he was, though he wrote to her re- 
gularly. At length he wrote her—stating all 
his misfortunes and all his misery—and telling 
her there was no hope of his early release. 

The letter had-no sooner reached New Or- 
leans than his wife determined to come on 
here. Withher child in her arms, and some- 
times walking, sometimes riding, sheat length, 
after a journey of a thousand miles, reached 
Baltimore. 

Here she was permitted tosee her husband; 
and the first words were to rebuke him for not 
sooner telling her of his misfortunes, that she 
might share or lighten them. In the simplici- 
ty of her mind and the fulness of her heart, she 
had suposed that she might divide his impris- 
onment, and shorten its duration; and when 
told that this could not be, she said, “Why, I 
am stronger than he is—I work harder—and, 
do but try me, and you will see how much bet- 
ter I can do than he does!” 

The nature of the case was soon pointed out 
to her—and she was unable to comprehend the 
proceedings necessary to obtain her husband’s 
release, the difficulties that presented them- 
selves to success, and who it was thut could 
open the prison doors. She was urged not to 
attempt it; and when in opposition to her pro- 
testations that her husband was innocent, the 
overwhelming facts against him were stated, 
she replied, nothing daunted, “But he has been 
a good husband tome.” She was the imperson- 
ation of the poet’s ideal: 

“I know not, I care not, if guilt’s in that heart, 
I know that I love thee whatever thou art.” 

You will anticipate the result. It was next 
to impossible that a woman moved by such af- 
fection, and animated by her indomitable spir- 
it, that never sees difficulties, but looks only to 
the end—it was next to impossible that such 
a woman could fail. She interested in her case 
the court that tried her husband—the jury 
that convicted him—the man who prosecuted 
him—and hundreds of other citizens, and the 
Governor, unable and, I have no doubt, unwil- 
ling to resist such an appeal, so made and so 
sustained, pardoned her husband. 

With a light heart and cheerful hopes, she 
took him from the prison, and the next morning 
was with him on her way to New Orleans, 

Report 
Of the Trustees of the Colored Orphan Asylum, 

Sor the year ending March 4th, 1846. 

There has been paid in the treasury twelve hun- 
dred thirty one dollars, and forty-nine cents, ex- 
pended for various purposes eleven hundred ninety 
six dollars, and twenty-six cents; leaving a balance 
of thirty-five dollars, and twenty-three cents. We 
purcha' the house of the Asylum trom Mr. 


en hundred has been paid, leaving three hundred. 
due, which is to be met in three yearly payments, 
with interest, commencing from the time of the 
purchase; the first will soon be due. We are in- 
debted for repairs about seventy dollars—lumber 
eight—matron one hundred and twenty-five dol- 
lars. We have admitted into the Asylum seven- 
teen children, who are still under our control— 
several of them have-been let out for a few weeks 
on trial, and if such arrangements can be made 
that are absolutely essential fur their well being, 
they will be conditioned according to law, or the 
extent of our limits. 

_ Their health may be understood during the 
time, from the following extract of a letter written 
to the Trustees, by Dr. Mendenhall, who has con- 
tributed in no small degree to the happiness of the 
Institution. 

“Of the number in the Institution since its first 
organization, only jour have come under my care. 
‘Three of these have recovered, one has left while 
under treatment; being affected with a tedious and 
obscure disease, the treatment had only partially 
reheved him. ‘The other is now in the Asylum-—- 
he hasa scrofulous enlargement of the gland of 
the neck, and what may be the final result of his 
case is uncertain. During the winter I vaccinated 
all the children in the house. I have endeavored 
to visit the Asylum about once a week, whether 
my services were needed or not, and as much often- 
eras was necessary, or whenever called upon by 
the Steward.” 


We have not been able to hire a teacher in the 
Asylum, and consequently the immates have not 
received any instruction except that which the 
Matron has been kind enough to bestow; but in all 
other ts they have been well cared for. It 
will be ed that the Institution is now in debt 
more than five bundred dollars; but we are fully 
p rsuaded from what the fri have done, that 
every dollar will be weed off betore another year 
shall have rolled by. Many debts which were in- 
curred last year, will not be neceseary this, be- 
cause then the Asylum was in its infancy. : 

We will conclude our report by saying, that it 
would be well for all of the friends and patrons of 
the Colored Orphan Asylum, to call and see it, and 
we are of opinion they will not lament the visit—- 
and we earnestly solicit all the subscribers who 
have not paid their yearly subscription to do it im- 
mediately, as the election for Trustees will take 
place the first Monday in May, and no one can 
vote wha has not pi.
